I. Claims 1-22, drawn to a rolling element for a continuously variable 
transmission, classified in class 476, subclass 40. 

II. Claims 23-29, drawn to a process for producing a rolling element for a 
continuously variable transmission, classified in class 148, subclass 319.

In the instant case, the product of claims 1 and 12 can be made 
with a materially different process, such as forming the nickel-based coating with a 
manufacturing step other than strike plating and electroplating. 

2. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
